This is to advise that while employed by the University 
of California at Los Alamos from December 19UU to May 19U6 I 
happened to be casually acquainted with Dr- EDWARD TELLER . He 
occasionally came into the office where I worked to talk to 
Dr. ROBERT B. ERODE, a physicist, who worked under the supervision 
of Captain PARSCWS (later was made Vice Admiral) in what was then 
called the Ordnance Department. 


In the spring of 19b 5 Dr. TELLER and Dr. ®CDE gave a 
party together at Fuller Lodge to which I was invited, along with 
numerous friends of both TELLER and HIODE. I do not remember too 
many of the guests, except that I know that most of the civilians 
and military officers then working in our group (approximately 
30 individuals) were invited along with their families. These 
persons were invited as guests of the IRODEs. At that time I was 
not very well acquainted with the friends of the TELLH^s so do 


;presently at Los Alamos] and the 
next day heard that Dr. N ILLS riOHR was present. At the time I 
was not particularly interested in science and throughout my first 
year at Los Alamos did not know or realize how many important 
people of science I met. Since parties at that tine were rather 
infrequent, most people invited attended this party. I do not 
recall if Dr. and Mrs. J. R. OPPENHEIMER, Captain PARSONS, Mr. and 
Mrs. S. K. ALLISON , or ENRICO FERMI were present.

TELLER 
on one occasion, traveled from Los Alano3, Ifau Mexico, to old Mexico 
with KLAUS TlJCilS , convicted British atonic spy. 


In view of the above observations, it is felt that this 
application should be treated with extreme care on tho possibility that 
the applicant could conceivably be a "plant" and this could bo on offort 
at penetration of tho FBI. 

In view of the observations set forth above, it is suggested 
that tl» Bureau review files on hand there and determine whether or not
